Petrograd, Ap-H ID.—With the first 


phase of tne Russian campaign in the 
Carpathians ended by weather cond! 
tiohs. the czar's troops are strength- 
ening the positions they have won in 
the mountain ranges and opening new 
operations to clear the Austro-German 
forces from Bukowina and eastern 
Calicia. 


As soon as this task is completed 


and normal weather conditions return 
the main effort—the invasion of Hun- 
gary—will be resumed. Minor suc- 
cesses for the Russians about Rostoki, 
forty miles southwest of Cxernowitz, 
are already reported. This shows that 
the Russians have again crossed the 
Dniester river and are making a drive 
toward Jablonica pass, through -raich 
ieads a railroad to Mararnaros Szliget. 


Gorman and Austrian claims that 


the Russians lost 500,000 men in the 
Carpathian campaign and were de- 
feated -were emphatically denied at 
the war office. 


"It is estimated," says the Russian 


•<rar office report, "that the Austro- 
German forces lost 
in killed and 


•AOimded fully 65.000 men. Their total 
casualties, including the prisoners, 
were probably four and a half army 
corps, or 1 SO.000 men."
